promised 
With 
Receiver, 


But Will Pay All.

Sheppard, the lawyer, has deposited 


$7,500 in the People’s bank for the 


depositors of the old First National 
bank, which failed over five years 
ago. 
He publishes a notice to the de­ 
positors, asking them to call and es­ 
tablish their claims with a view' to 
getting their proportion of the money. 
In this notice he acknowledges a to­ 
tal indebtedness of $15,000 to the de- 
e 
’* * 
lmsitors and says he will 
pay 
the 
other $7,500 within a year. 
This is one of the most remarkable 
things that ever happened in connec- 
ion with a hank failure. 
When the First National bank of 
this cit. failed, November 20, 1908, it 
owed its depositors almost $500,000. 
The receivers paid them a fraction 
over 70 per cent of their money and 
they lost the balance.. 
Among the paper which the receiv­ 
er found in the bank was about $18,- 
000 of Mr. Sheppard’s. 
On some of it 
ie was the principal and on some the 
endorser. 
The failure of the bank seriously 
embarrassed him in another way by 
cutting off his immediate supply of 
cash, as it did hundreds of others, so 
when demand was made on the pa­ 
per he was without resources. 
The receiver offered to compromise 
the total obligation of Mr. Sheppard 
for $2,500 or $3,000. 
This proposition 
was accepted and the Sheppard home 
on South Crawford street was mort­ 
gaged to raise the money for that 
purpose. 
The difference between the amount 
of the accepted debt and the amount 
for which it was compromised was

Samuel J. Tilden, the man who stood 
upon the thieshkold of the presiden­ 
cy of the United States and was turn­ 
ed back. If presidents of the United 
Skates were elected by 
the name of Tilden would appear in 
the list of chief executives instead of 
that of Rutherford B. 
Hayes, 
for 
Tiiden's popular vote 
was 4,384,885 
against 4,033,950 for Hayes, a pim a’J 
t> of 250,935 for the democratic can­ 
didate.
